SENTIMENTS SEEM SENSIBLE. 


Says thm Univ«r«allst Creed Should 
be Lar«e Enough for All or 
Else Have No Creed. 


The Universalist convention of Mich­ 
igan by ah apparently ununinious vote, 
in the cloain^c hour of the session, 
attor many delegates had departed, in- 
itructed its delej^ates and officers to 
vote ai^ainst th'e Meriden creed and to 
settle the question upon the basis of the 
Boston minister’s proposition, which is 
to liold the present creed as a motto 
or declaration of dur faith, but in no 
case to use it as a test of fellowship, 
but one must subscribe to the principles 
contained. 
. 


Rev. George A. Sahlin, pastor of the 
Universalist church in this city re­ 
fused to ^0 to Chicago bound by such 
instruction. 
First—because it was ap­ 
plying^ political methods to religious 
and moral affairs; 
Second—It estab­ 
lished the unit rule; 
Third—because 
it left us no room for a minority repre­ 
sentation in the convention. 
The re­ 
ligious convictions of a minority already 
In fellowship should be impartially 
considered; 
Pourth-'because it de­ 
prived the delegates of the |K>wcr to 
use discretion in any unforscen contiu- 
geney that might arise. 


It was stated that the creed question 
is to be settled in Chicago. But one of 
two things can be accomplished: the 
Meriden creed, if adopted, aixjlishos 
the Winchester confession of faith. If 
the Meriden creed is defeated the Win­ 
chester confession remains In full force. 
The Boston minister’s proposition can­ 
not bo legally adopted under two years, 
bcQ&use it is in nature an amendment 
to the constitutionvand the by-laws of 
the general convention. 


Last evening Mr. Sahlin took up the 
creed question and propounded some 
very pertinent inquiries concerning 
the same. He took for his text the 
following from St. Mark, 15: 1: “And 
straightway in the morning the chief 
priests with the elders and scribes, and 
the whole council, held a consulta*' *5. 
and bound Jesus, and carried him 
away, and delivered him up to I* ' iie.* 


The pastor said: “Pilate sran s» for 
public opinion. He bad noconvietionti 
of his own. 
Public opinion erucitied 
Jesus. Public opinion manufactures 
creeds. I would believe in creeds if it 
could b« shown .Tesus had one. 
word creed comes from credo, I 
Ueve. A m^n has a right to his own 
creed but no right tj impose it ujjon 
others. The Universalist church is 
not alone In the agitation of creed and 
eccleslastlclsm. 


The Methodist church by a close 
margin votes that, women are not 
wanted in authority. The Congrega­ 
tional church invites the liev. B. Fay 
Mills to step down and out because he 
dares act the man in co-operating with 
those of a liberal faith. 
It has been 
discovered that four thousand Metho­ 
dist clergymen can thwart the will cf 
three million laymen and the restot 
the clergymen. Mankind is beginning 
to understand that character should be 
the fruits of religion and that a knave 
is such no matter what creed, political 
or religious, shelters him. 
An honest 
man is the noblest work of God, and the 
church, not the sectarian 
Jesus did 
not indulge 
creed. 
He said: God 
is Itf. 
.It he believed God to be 


love. ' w. 
a spirit, the truth shall 
make you 
free. 
The kingdom 
of 
heaven Is, not going to be. He would 
have his disciples say, I know God is 
love, and not that I believe. 
If we 
should say of a friend we believe him 
to be an honest man, nothing could 
eradicate the doubt which would arise 
in the mind of the questioner. I know 
him to be an honest man destroys the 
doubt and tells the truth. 


It is a strange thing that the creed 
question should arise in the Universa­ 
list church. 
The Winchester Confes­ 
sion was adopted because Old New 
England forced the ])eople to pay taxes 
to 
maintain 
the 
Congregational 
churoheA. U niversalism |bad no • legal 
standing until it adopted a creed. 
It 
was forced to do so by law against 
which it protested in spirit. The creed 
was not used as a test of fellowship un 
til after 1870 and even now there are 
many Universalist churches refusing to 
adopt it. The Homan Catholic, the 
’ Greek Catholic, and many protestant 
denominations accept in common the 
Apostle’s creed, and the Athanusian 
«reed. W hat delightful harmony ex­ 
ists between 
them all. The lettei 
kllleth, the spirit giveth life. 


If the Universalists are going to set­ 
tle the creed question let them settle 
it right. 
They should have a creed 
large enough for all or be brave enough 
to declare themselves 
a creedless 


it should be the test of 
f llowship. The church should help 
men and women to become better. 
Simple belief will not do this, belief 
must become conviction and the con­ 
viction of righteousness emancipates 
mankind from sin. 


Scrlptarml Artlliinetie. 


Rev. Wilson, of the Christian church, 
commenced iiis series of sermons on 
“Scriptural Arithmetic” .tst night. At 
one side of the pulpit he had a black­ 
board on which were the figures 5,000,- 
(HK). He asked the congregation where 
le should begin to read ana was told at 
the right hand side. After reading tlie 
iigures as they wore he crossed off two 
of the ciphers and asked the congre­ 
gation to again read the number. 
He 
compared reading the blble with read- 
ng numbers by saying it made all the 
difterence in the world where you, be­ 
gan to read. 
He said if a teacher 
would tell a boy who wished to study 
arithmetic that it made no dltTerence 
where he began, and the boy siiould 
turn to the middle of the boolc and try 
to work the problems In long division 
and fractions without first learning ad­ 
dition and subtraction be would soon 
throw tlie book to one side and declare 
there was no sense In It. 
The same 
way with the blble. Too many do not 
make the right beginning when they 
study the blble, hence some throw the 
book to one side and declare It a hum 
bug. 


His next sermon of the sei;ics will be 
delivered next Sunday 
evening 
at 
which time he will speak upon “Addi­ 
tion.*’

This act, which is gener­ 
ally^ regarded as pi^taking of the natnre 
of a tired condition, or symptom of 
snoh a condition, of the respiration and 
of the need for fresh air, is said to be 
of great service in clearing the eusta- 
chian tubes of the ears. These tnbes 
lead from the back of thé month to the 
inner side of the ear drum, and a yawn* 
ing is looked^npon in this light as a 
hygienic exercise which benefits the 
structures in question. 


Another scientist has no difficulty in 
showing that when yve laugh we in* 
crease the play of tension in our lungs. 
One result of this increased tension is 
to arrest the blood flow in the lungs 
and to induce the taking of deep in- 
spirationa These latter are healthful 
things, for many parts of our lui^gs are 
not called into active use in ordinary 
breathihg. The apex, or top of the lung, 
is notably a part which does not active­ 
ly participate in the movements of 
breathing, and as this is the special 
seat of consumption attack we may 
reasonably hold that the law of disuse 
explains the greater liability of thi8 
portion of the organ to the onset of dis* 
ease. The free and active use of a part, 
strengthening and' toning it, as it were, 
is an essential condition for health; 
hence laughter, by'bringing into play 
the whole of the limgs, or at least by 
favoring an increase of lung work, is tc 
be reckoned an admirable exercise. 


Besides this physical effect of laugh­ 
ter we have also to take into account its 
mental side. There is a certain brain 
stihiulus to be noted, a psychic result, 
in addition to the physical effect, and 
it is pretty certain the mental phase ol 
a good, hearty laugh is, in its way, a& 
healthful as is its physical. aspect 
Singing is also praised as an excellent 
lung exercise, and public speaking is 
effective a hmg tonic as one may wish 
for. The only drawback to the work ol 
the speaker is the foul condition of the 
atmosphere in \vhich he has often to dc 
hie work. —Exchange._____

There is a 
sledge drawn by dogs. Fir tree», teiiees, 
a fishing, scone, where the captives are 
being brought to shore in a net, are all 
true to life. 


Another ornament of tho same char 
acter \h a pair of walrus tusks, with de­ 
lineations of other Alaskan scenes, w'tth 
tho fox and the white ])olar bear iu evt 
deuce; also an Eskimo leveling a gun at 
tho latter. 


It is said that to add to the terrors of 
overland travel iu the long winter 
months tho larger wild animals are of* 
ten driven by hunger to attack the trails« 
men. and packs of •ferocious wolves will 
besiege a camp for days, attacking the 
horses and reindeer as well as the dogs. 
More than one caravan has l)een done to 
death iu this manner, as the whitened 
bones strewn along vhe tracks show. — 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

It Received the Attention of Rev. 
George A. Sahlin Last 
Evening. 


SENTIMENTS SEEM SENSIBLE. 


8ays th* Unlversallst CrMd Should 
b« Lars* Enouffh for All or 
ElM Have No Crood. 


The ünlversaliét convention of Mich­ 
igan by an apparently unanimous vole, 
In the cloálníf hour of the session, 
ftflci* many delegates had departed, (n- 
itriieted \ia delegates and otlicers to 
vote against the Meriden creed and to 
tactile the question upon the buslsof the 
Boston minister’s proi>osltlon, which Is 
to hold the present creed as a motto 
or declaration of our faith, but In no 
ease to use It os a test of fellowship, 
but one must subscribe to the principles 
contained. 
L Rev. Cieorge A. Sahlin, pastor of the 
Unlversallst church In thin city re­ 
fused to go to Chicago bound by sui*h 
Instruction. 
First—because It was ap­ 
plying {»olltlcal methods to religious 
and moral ufTaIrs: 
Sccond—It estab­ 
lished the unit rule: 
Third—bccuuse 
li luft UH nti room for a minority repre­ 
sentation in the convention. 
The re- 
liglouü convictions of a minority already 
in fellowship should bu impartially 
considered: 
Fourth liecuuse It de­ 
prived the delegate!» of the i>owur to 
use discretion in any unforneen contin­ 
gency that might arine. 


It was Hiated that ihe creed question 
is to be settled in Chicago. But one of 
two things can be ttCcompUfihed: the 
Meriden creed, if adopted, abolishcí» 
the VVInchei^ter confesjiiion of fuiih. 
If 
the Meriden creed U defeated the Win­ 
chester con fei*sion remains in full force. 
The Boston minl^ter‘f» proi>o»ition can­ 
not be legally adopted under two years, 
because It 1?* in nature an amendment 
lu the con-itltution and the by-laws of 
.^the general convention. 
^ L a s t evening Mr. Sahlln tcKjk up the 
c l^ d qucsition and propounded some 
/cry pertinent inquiries concerning 
nhe same. He took for his te.xt the 
following from St. Mark, l*i: 1: “And 
(Straightway In tlie morning the chief 
p.’lests with the eider?* and serilies. and 
the whole counei*, held u consulta*' n. 
and Ijound Je»u-, and carried

away, and delivered him up to l‘ ' I’e.’

It is not to very long ago dnce a for­ 
eign soientlr. discoursed on the benefits 
of yawning. This act, which is gener­ 
ally regained as partaking of thenatnre 
of a tired condition« or symptom of 
snch a condition, of the respiration and 
of the need for fresh air, is said to be 
of great service in clearing the ensta* 
chian tubes of the ears. I^ese tubes 
lead from the back of the month to the 
inner side of the ear drum, and a yawn­ 
ing is looked npon in this light as a 
hygienic exercise which benefits the 
stmctnres in qnestion. 


Another scientist has no difficulty in 
showing that when we langh we in­ 
crease the play of tension in our lungs. 
One result of this increased tension is 
to arrest the blood flow in the Innge 
and to induce the taking of deep in­ 
spirations. These latter are healthful 
things, for many parts of our lungs are 
not called into active use in ordinary 
breathing. The apex, or top of the lung, 
is notably a part which does not active­ 
ly participate in the movements oí 
breathing, and as this is the special 
seat of consumption attack we may 
reasonably hold that the law of disuse 
explains the greater liability of this 
portion of the organ to the onset of dis­ 
ease. The free and active use of a part, 
strengthening and toning it, as it >vere, 
is an essential condition for health; 
hence laughter, by bringing into play 
the whole of the lungs, or at least by 
favoring an increase of lung work, is tc 
be reckoned an admirable exercise 


Besides this physical effect of laugh­ 
ter we have also to take into account its 
mental side. There isa certain brain 
stimulus to be noted, a psychic result, 
in addition to the physical effect, and 
it is pretty certain die mental phase oí 
a good, hearty laugh is, in its way, ai 
healthful as is its physical aspect. 
Singing is also praised as an excellent 
lung exercise, and public speaking is a¿ 
effective a lung tonic as one may wish 
for. The only drawback to the work ol 
the speaker is the foul condition of the 
atmosphere in >vhich he has often to dc 
his W’ork.-—Exchunca______
